In addition to the cruierPtc 
class work, a general interest in health 
has been created throughout the schools, 
Dr. Kobert A. Schless, Assistant to 
the I'hysician-in-Chief, Department of 
Public Welfare, Philadelphia, nnd Nu- 
trition Field Physician of the Staff of 
the Philadelphia Henlth Council and 
Tuberculosis Committee, gave an ad- 
dress on the work of the Philadelphia 
Health Council, dealing especially with 
.Nutrition Classes. One nnd one-half 
years ago, the Philadelphia Health 
Council made a demonstration of these 
classes, following the plnn of Dr. Km- 
erson, of Boston, Mass. Today, as n 
result of that demonstration, there are 
eighty school nurses being trained to 
take over the Nutrition work in the 
Philadelphia Public Schools. This will 
mean approximately three hundred 
groups of children. An appropriation 
of $50,000. 00 lias been made by the 
City Council to the Philadelphia Health 
Council to maintain Camp Happy, a 
camp run on strictly scientific lines to 
complete the work in the School Nu- 
trition Classes, "by taking the children 
who have not made their normal weight 
and keeping them in the country during 
the Bummer. This camp will accom- 
modate five hundred children nil the 
time. The policy of the Philadelphia 
Health Council is to demonstrate what 
can be done in a community nnd then 
turn the work over to the municipnl or 
State authorities.
